T may ſee cauſe otherwiſe to word the Matter, 
and yet our Intentions be the ſame: You may 
then ſee Juſt Cauſe to miſtruſt rhem in thele 
their ſeeming Orthodox Contetlions. They 
have a Naufeous Pill to give you; but that it 
may not be Diftaſteful and Loathſom to the 
Palate, they Gild it over, ( as the Writers for 
Popery in the Late K. 7's Reign, the other Day, 
did ) to make it the more Glib and Eafte to a 
Proteſtant Guſt, and Swallow ; they are Ma- 
ſters at the Art of Painting, ufing teigned 
words, and fair Speeches, which was the old 
way of deceiving the Hearts of the Simple , 
by which means, many Poor, Unthinking, and 
Well-meaning People, are now Enſnared and 
Involved in the ſame Errors with themſelves : 
By theſe, and the like plauſible Profetiions, 
and ſmooth Pretences, have they endeavoured 
to infinuate into, and impoſe upon, our Gover- 
nours; who, no doubt, can eahily diſcern ( how- 
ever Artificially Gilded and Varniſhed ) their 
Blaſphemous Opinions, relating to Chriſtiani- 
ty, as well as to our Government.

OBSERVATION. 

Note, Ir is ſaid of the Oracles of the Hea- 
then, that they were made to look with Two 
Faces, that they might the: better efteCt their 
Deceits; and agreeable hereto, whatever was 
delivered by them, was ſpoken in ſuch Dubi- 
ous and Equivocal Terms, as that it ſhould ei- 
ther way tend to the Satisfaction of the Devo- 
tee : Juſt ſo do the Quakers now ( it being ne- 
cellary to ſerve a preſent Turn ) give out a very 
cunning and plautible Profeflion, but in ſuch 


Dubious Terms, as may look like Good, and ©: 


Orthodox, and yet be in a great Meaſure Re- 


concileable to their Ancient Friends Principles, ' 


and Teſtimonies. It is well known, that the 
moſt Virulent Poiſon may be Gilded over, 


and that Varniſh and Paint may be laid on the -* 
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Fouleſt Cauſe ; and conſequently, the Quakers

I\hall add here nothing 
by way of Inference, but leave it to the Rea- 
der to judge, whether they own the Trinity, 
being thoſe Three Divine Witneſſes, that bear 
Record in Heaven, the Father, tbe Word, and 
the Holy Spirtt. 

Bur what Heaven is that which the ©uaker:; 
mean ; not the Glorious Heaven above, but it is 
the Heaven within thee, where theſe Three 
Divine Witneſſes are; for ſays Geo. Fox in his 
Gr. Myſt. p. 214. There zs none. have a Glory 
and a Heaven, but within them, Again, ſee his 
Trial at Lanca!ter Aftize, Ec. p. 21. I wa 
moved to Pray, and the Thundering Voice an- 
ſwered, I have glorified thee, and ill glorifie 
thee agatn; and I was filled ſo full of Glory, 
that my Head and my Ears was filled full of it. 
Mark, Reader. here was Thunder within, Gloy 
within, yea. full of Glory ; aurum tens, up 
to the Ears. And fays 1. Penn in his Rejornder, 
Pp. 179. To denythe Locality of Heaven, 15 nt 
very offenſroe ;, and that it looks too Carnal, and 
indeed Mahometaniſm, vis. to aſſert t. 

Now, Reader, let this ſerve to Conſtrue their 
meaning in their Pamphlet, when they ſpeak 
of Three Divine Witnefles hearing Record in 
Heaven; that is to ſay, the Heaven within 
them. 

Queſt. Do you bel:icve the Droinity and Ht 
manity of Feſus Chriſt , the Eternal Son of 
God; or that Feſivs Chriſt #s truly God and

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Anſw. Yes, we verily Believe that Jeſus 

Chriſt is truly. God and Man, according as 

Holy Scripture Teftifie of him, vis. God over 

all, Bleffed for Ever, the True God, and Erer- 

nal Life, the One Mediator between God and 
Man, even the Man Chritt Jeſus. 


OBSERVATION. 

Now letus ſee whether they believe as they 
ſay, or whether it be only Paint, or Varnith, tv 
deceive the Hearts of the Simple. 

To that end, ſee Geo. IW hueheads Nature 
of Chriſtianity, Þ. 41. where he thus ſpeaks, 
That Chriſt Exifteth outwardly, Bodily, with- 
out 45,” at God s Right Hand: What Scripture 
proof bath he for theſe Words? See alſo his 
Iruh Defend:ng the Quakers, p. 22. where 
he affirms, Chr1ſt s coming in the Fleſh, to be 
but a Figure or Example : Which is alſo the 
laying of R. Hubberthorn, and Juſtihed by G. 
IVhitebead in his Z#dgment Fixed, p. 336. who' 
tells you plainly what Man Chriſt the Quakers 
own, z. e. their Light within only : His words 
are theſe, Therefore the Man Chriſt Zeſivs wat 
before he came in the Body or Fleſh. 

And Chriſtopher Atkinſon in his Book Cal 
led, The Stord of the Lord drawn, which was 
Written (as he pretended) from the Mourh of 
the Lord, and this I cannot omit quoring, . for 
tho' his Perſon was diſowned and denied ( at- 
ter he was Hanged for Felony ) by fome of the 
Puakers at Weſt-Dereham Church, at the Con- 
tzrence, yet 1 never heard it betore : No; he 

Ws 
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' was a good Man then, and Inſpired, however 
fallible afterwards ; and therefore thoſe his 
Writings muſt be Valuable and Venetable 
and that they are by them ſo accounted, is evi- 
dent from matter of fatt; for when the Qua- 
kers were preſied by a Clergyman, and other; 
there preſent, at the Second Day Conference, 
to reject and diſown his Writings under their 
Hands, they would not be brought to ſuch a 
reaſonable compliahce. I muſt therefore beg 
leave to infiſt upon this Book, where in p. 5, 
he hath theſe words, - Tour imagined Gol be- 
yord the Stars, and your Carnal Chriſt, 1s ut- 
terly denied, and at; op againſt by the Light : 
—And that this Chriſt is God and Man in one 
Perſort, it is a Lie. And again, Becauſe, as 
Will. Penn Tays, it is tot reaſonable that « 
Body of Men ſhould be Concluded by the Word 
or Att of any one Member, vid. his Brief An- 
wer to a falſe and fooliſh Libel, &c. þ. 25. 
Printed 1678. T ſhall therefore add One or 
Two more ; to thar end, ſee G. Fox Gr. My/7. 
þ. 206, If there be any other Chriſt, but he that 
was Crvecified within, he is the falſe Chriſt : 
And fays Smith in his Primer, p. 8. Printed 
1668. They that are falſe ( Miniſters ) preac) 
Chrift Giches, and bid people believe in bin, 


as be ts in Heaven above ;, but they that are 
true Miniſters, they preach Chriſt within, and 
F- direft People to wart to feel him in themſelves: 
2; Andin p.9. he affirms, That theſe have no more 
ed cy, = than the Eaſt hath with the Weſt : 
6 Nay W:l. Penn in his Addreſs to Proteſtants, 

P. 119. 
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p. 119. makes Chriſt nothing but Mee&reſss 

Zuftice, Patrence, Charity. and Vertue in per- 

fection : In ſhort, nothing bi:r an Holy Princi- 
ciple, as he elſewhere hath it. 

Now whether theſe Quotations do not a- 


mount to a plain denial of the Humanity of 


Chriſt. let the Reacer Judge ; whatever in this 
Pamphlct, or in 11/7. Penr's Key, 1s pretended 
tothe contrary : Bur yer once more, to Ccorro- 
borate all I have ſaid on this Head, ( as well 
as to ſhew you how inconſiſtent 1/7/77. Penn is 
with himfelt ) ſee his Seroms Apoleey, P. 146. 
That the outward Perſon which Suffered ( at 
Jeruſalem ) was properly the Son of God, we 
utterly deny. 


Queſt. Do you believe and expedt Salvation, 
and Fuſtification, by the Righteouſneſs end Me- 
rits of Feſiss Chriſt, or by your own Righteouf- 
neſs and Works 2 

Anſte. By Jeſus Chriſt his Righteouſneſs, 
Merits and Works: God is not indebred to us, 
torour Deſervings, but we to him, tor his Free 
Grace in Chriſt Jeſus, whereby we are Saved, 
thro' Faith in him, { not of ovr ſelves ) and by 
his Grace enabled truly and acceptably ro Serve 
and Follow him ; he is our All in All, who 
works all in us that is wcell-plcaling to God. 


UESERVATIVUN. 

Now to untold their meaning herein, as is 
laid before, let us hear what their Approved 
Authors ſay : I ſhall begin with Gee. wg

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head, who in his Light and Life, &c. p. 16, 
blames us for laying ſo much ſtreſs upon the 
ſhedding df Chriſt's Blood, p. 28. The Qua- 
kers ( ſays he ) ſee no need of direiling Men 
to Feſus Chriſt, or bis Blood, as it was outward. 
ly ſhed at Jerulalem, for Zuſtification, &c. 
And p. 55. Where doth the Scripture ſay, that 
the hedtag of Chriſt'* Blood outwardly way 
the Mernorious Cauſe of ( Man's ) Salvation. 
And in p. 54. It is falſe Doitrine to lay the 
Meritorious Cauſe or Streſs of Fuſtification, 
#pon the ſhedding of that Blood let out by the 
Spear : And ſays 1W1/. Penn ( in Conunttion 
with his Brother Whitehead ) in his Serwns 
Apology, p. 148. This indeed te deny, Viz. 
Fuſtification by the Righteouſneſs which Chriſt 
bath fulfilled in his own Perſon for 1s, (wholly 
without 1s: ) —Anl1 bollly affirm it, zn the 
Name of the Lord, to be ihe Deitrine of De- 
vils, and an Arm of the Sea of Corruption, 
which does now Deluge the whole World, And 

ſays Geo. Whitehead in his Counterfeit Cont 

vert, P. 17. 18. Printed 1694. That zt 7s the 

Lizht and Life within, in which #s the imme- 

diate an4 efficient Cauſe of Man's Salvation ; 

and as for the Supferings and Death of Chriſt 

in the Freſh, they do but inſtrumentally Colurt- 

bute thereaunto. And agreeable hereunto, ſc?

Which, tho' by way of Interrogation, 1s 4 
very plain and maniteſt denial of the llicary 
£) 
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of the Blood of Chriſt, ſhed upon the Croſs 
for Man's Salvation. Again, Thomas Lawſon, 
a thorow-pac'd Laker, in his UntaughrTeach- 
er, P. 4. Printed 1655. tells you, That you 
muſt not look for Salvation from any Means 
ethout : For when his Opponent had urged, 
that the Means that leads to Salvation, is with- 
cut Man, he anſwers, For a/! thy Profeſſion, 
thou art got no further than the Pope, who 
talk of a Chrift without, Means of Salvation 
without, as thou doſt, p. 5. Thou art a Fooliſh 
Builder, ſeeRing a Way to Salvation without 
thee, If this be not the Myſtery of Iniquity, 
| know not what may be called ſo. When 
you have thus compared them, then, Reader, 
judge of the Sincerity of their Profethion ; for 
25 they thus undervalue the Righteouſneſs and 
Merits of Jeſus Chriſt, purchafing Salvation 
for us, ſo do they ſer up, extol and magnihe 
their own Righteouſneſs and Works, like to 
their Brethren in the Church of Rome, as will 
be made appear in the next Obſervation ; 
only in this, they exceed all the Meritorious 
boaſts of thoſe their Kindred, in affirming, 
thar their Suffterings are Greater, and more 
Unjuſt, than the Sufterings in the Days of 
Chriſt, His Apoſtles and Martyrs. See Byr- 
rough's Works, P. 273.

For when one Matthew Caffyn had affirmed, 
That the Scripture was the Touchſtone to try 
Spirits withal; Lawſon's Untaught Teacher, 
p. 14. his Anſwer was this, That zs another 
Lie; the Scrifture ws not the Trier of Spirits. 
And whereas Matthew Caffyn athrm'd, 2b1d. 
Pp. 15. That the Law without Man zs that 
which convinces Man of Sin: He anſwers, 
That zs another Lie. See Saui's Errand to Da- 
maſcus, p. 7. Where you may find, that it was 
objeCted to the Quakers, that they had ſaid, 
IWhoever took a Place of Scripture, and made 
a Sermon of it, or from it, was a Conjurer, 
ond bis Preaching was Conjuration. To which 
G. Fox anſwered, A/l that do ſtudy to raiſe a 
Lroing Thing out of a Dead, 1o raiſe the Sp1- 
rit out of the Letter, are Conjurers; and their 
Texching is from Conjuration, which 7s not 
ſreken from the Mouth of the Lord.

We believe, and are fully perfiva- 
ded, that Baptiſim, which is ellcniial to Chri- 
ſtianity, and the ſaving Þaptiſin, orthe Cauſe 
without which, none can be true Chriſtians, or 
faved, is the Inward or Spiritual Walhing of 
Regeneration by the Word of Lite. This is 
the Saving Baptiſm into Chriſt and His Church, 
which produceth the Anſwer of a good Con- 
ſcience rowards God, of which the Outward 
was a Figure, '1 Pet. 23. 21. This 1s that 
one Baptiſm of Chriſt, by one Spirit, 1n- 
to that one Body, whereof Chriſt is Head; 
and for Dipping* or Sprinkling Infants, 
or -young Children, we find no Precept or 
Precedent, in Holy Scripture, for the Practice

Zeſus came, and his Diſciples, into the Land of 
Judea, and there he tarried with them, and 
Baptized: Nay turcher it appears, that be- 
fore our Saviour Baptized thoſe in 74ea, he 
repreſented the Solemnity of Baptiſm, as a 
thing neceſlary to enter Men into that King- 
dom of God, to which He invited them; our 
Saviour not only telling N7zcodemrs, 7obn 13. 
5. That except a Man be born again. be 
could not ſee the Kingdom of God ; bur yet 
more plainly, That except he was born again 
of Water, v. 5. and of the Spirit, be could not 
enter into it. Agr -eable hereto, ſee the Pra- 
Etice of the Apoitics, As 8. 36, 38. And 25 
they, (Ph:/ip and the Eunuch) went on their 
Way, they came to a certain Water, and the 
Eunuch faid, See, bere #5 Water, what doth 
hinder me to be Byptized ?

And did not the 
Apoſtles, and the Primitive Chriſtians, partake 
of this Ordinance, even aftcr the Holy Spirit, 
that Chriſt promiſed to ſend, was come 2 
(which they call the Second coming of 
Chriſt. ) That they 4id ſo, appears trom 
Atts 2. 4.2, 46. And they continued ſtedfaſtly in 
the Apoſtles Dotirine and Fellowſhip, and in 
breaking of Bread, and in Prayers. —And they 
continuing daily with one aecord in the TI, =_ 
ond breaking Bread. Acts 20. 7. And the Diſ- 
caples came together to break Bread.

—And are without, feeding up- 
on the Hirsk, and ſhadow, which zs Carnal and 
Natural, and only feed the Outward Carnal 
Body, and goeth into the Belly, and ſo pajjeth 
out, &c. -— And fo likewiſe the Cup tohich they 
drink, and jo the Communion and Fellowſhip of 
the World paſſeth away, but this 1s no nouryſh- 
ment to the Soul : — And bere is no Communt- 
on, but Natural, Outward, and Carnal : —Full 
of filthineſs and uncleanneſs, which 7s the Ta- 
ble of Devils, eating and drinking their own 
Damnation, not diſcerning the Lord's Body, 
which 7s Spiritual, which the Natural Man 
dhſcerns not : And here flands the World's Com- 
mumon and Felloofhip, which is Carnal, p. 14.
